■mveraal increase of the nneertaif^ 
of employmenta the nniversal capitalist 
determination to break down the vnity 
of labor in the trades onions, the 
widespread apprchcnsioiu of impending 
change, reveal that the constitutions 
of capitalist societjr are passing a,'ider 
the power of Inhering forces that vffl 
Soon destroy them. 

Into the midst of this strain and 
crises of civilixation* the Social- 
Democratic movement comes as the 
only saving or conservative force. If 
the world u to be saved from chaos, 
from nniversal disorder and misery, 
it most,be bv the union of the workers 
of a^ nations in the Sodsl-Democratic 
movement. The Social-Democratic 
party comes with the only prupoti- 
tion or program for intelligently and 
d^berately organising the nation for 
the commoQ gt^ of aM its cithsena. 
It is the first time that the mind of 
man has ever been directed toward the 
conscious organization of society.^ 

Social-Democracy means that''all 
those things upon which the people in 
common depend shall bv the people in 
common be owned and admiuister^

{assive or as cringing as might Ik 
ex|KCtcil. y There i.s not much com- 
(Ktition in tliat kind of work, and 
therefore, a “job" is easily obtained; 
in fact, sometimes officers of iKats 
lave trouble in securing enough 
■'hands'' for the run. It is con¬ 
sequently of little use for the natc 
<ir captain to tr> and infringe on 
their rights—thev will simply tell 
the master to “go U> h—anrl leave 
flic ship at I he earliest jHirt. 

Class-consciuusness is grarltially 
dawning upon the doniant intellect’ 
of the ileck hand. iIk .same xs upon 
the other* of their iKtiighted breth¬ 
ren; they are reading and arc Ik- 
ginning to think, and not a few 
have iKcome Sbcialists. 

Some of these men nay have a 
home to go t«i in the winter; and 
probaWy a few lave saved money 
enough to pajr.J.lKir board for the 
winter; but ti^e majority arc xs 
destitute in .^e fall as in tlK 
.spring, and tfjfffst, as soon as navi¬ 
gation closes, ^umc their tramp¬ 
ing. They generally go 5 >outh 
where the cliiiu|^ is wann. 

There are Mo many who make 
(Kcasion to occomc htmates of a 
work-house. . 

Such a prgparious life is, of 
(;ounc, delri^pipUtt aiul ruiouu.s to 
health, and many succumb to priva¬ 
tions, cansedgrartly by their own 
folly; but pismarily by our rotten 
and insane ecooiiinical system.

I We. the Socialist party, in conven¬ 
tion atteflibled, make our appeal to 
the American people a» the defender 
and preaerver of the idea of liberty 
and •elf-covemmcnt, in which the 
nation was born; aa the only political 
moremeat standing for the program 
and principles by which the liberty of 
the mdiTinual may become a fact; as 
rtic only political organization that is 
democratic, and that has for its pur¬ 
pose the democratixjtion of the whole 
society. 

To this klca of liberty the Hepoblt- 
esn and Democratir parties are (lilt? 
false. They alike atruggle for power 
to maintain and profit by an industrial 
system which can be preserved only 
by the complete overthrow of such 
liberties' as we already have, and by 
the Piilt further cn>lavcmem and drg- 
radation cf labor. 

Our Amencan tr«iiiutionf came Into 
the world in tiie name of freedom.

ctal revemie, the possessing clast is 
able to silence what might be the yotee 
of protest against the passing of ]ib> 
erty and the coming of tyranny. It 
completely controls the nniycrrity, the 
public school, the pulpit and the 
press, the arts and iHerttarcs. By 
makiof these economkalty dependent 
upon Itself, it baa bro« 4 ^ all the 
forms of pnblic teaching into scrrile 
submission to its own ioterettx. 

Oor political institetioBS are also! 
bein^ osed as the destroyers of that 
indiv^ual property upon which all 
liberty and opportonity depend. The 
promise of economic independence to 
each /can was one of the faiths in 
which our iustitntions were founded. 
But under the guise of defending 
priratc propel^, capitalism is msinf 
our political institutions to make it 
impossible for the vast majority of 
human beings to ever become posses¬ 
sors of private property in the means 
of life. 

Capitalism is the enemy and de¬ 
stroyer of essential private property. 
Its development is through the le^-; 
tzed confiscation of all that the labor; 
of the working cUas prodnees above 
subsistence wage. The private own-: 
ership of the means of employment 
grounds socie^ in an economic slav- 
ery which readers intellectual and po¬ 
litical tyranny inevitable 

Social-Democracy comes to so or-! 

' fanize industry ana society that every! 
individual shall be secure in that 
private property in the means of life 
upon which bislibertyofbeing.thought 
' and action depend. It comes to reseue 
, the people from the vast increasiug 
! and successful assault of capitalism 
upon the liberty of the individual. 

II. 

As an American Social-Democratic 
partyf we pledge our fidelity to the 
priuctples of the International So¬ 
cial-Democracy as embodied in the 
united thought and action of th^ So¬ 
cial-Democrats of all nations. In the 
industrial development already ac¬ 
complished, the interests of the world 
workers are separated by no nationjd 
boundaries. The condition of the most 
exploited and oppressed workers, in 
the piost remote places of the earth, 
inevitably tends to drag down all the 
workers of the world to the same 
level. The tendency of the competi¬ 
tive wage eystem is to make labor's 
lowest condition the measure or rule 
of its universal condition. Industry 
and ^ (inance are no longer national, 
but inlernaCtonal. both in organization 
and results. Tlie chief significance of 
national boundaries and of the so- 
called Mtriotism which the ruling 
class of each nation is seeking to re¬ 
vive, is the power which these give 
to capitalists to keep the workers of 
the world from uniting, and to throw 
them against each other in the strug¬ 
gle of contending capitalists for the 
control of the yet unexploiled mar¬ 
kets of the world, or the remaining 
; sources of profit. 

j The Social-Deniocratie movement, 

I therefore, is a world movement It 
I knows of no conflicts of interest be¬ 
tween the workers of one nation and 
the workers of another. It stands for 
the freedom .of the workers of all na¬ 
tions; and. in so standing, it makes 
for the fuU freedom of aj] humanity. 

III . 

The Sociat-Democradc movement 
owes its birth and growth to (hat 
economic development of world^ro- 
cess which is rapidly separating' « 
workinf or producini/ class from a 
possessing or capitalut class. Tbe 
fIxxx that produces nothing possesses 
labor's fruits, and the opportunities 
snd enjoyment thepe fruits afford, 
while the class that docs the world's 
real work has increasing economic un¬ 
certainty, and physical snd intcllect- 
•bI misery, as its portsoo. 

The fact that these two classes have 
not yet become fully coosdoiu of their 
distinction from each other, the fact 
that the lines of division and interest 
may not yet be clearly drawn, does 
not change Uie fact of the class con¬ 
flict 

This class struggle is doe to the 
private ownership of tbe means ^ 
employment, or the tools of produc¬ 
tion. Wherever and whenever man 
owned his own land and tools, and by 
them produced only the things wbi^ 
be used, economic independence «ras 
possible. But production, or Ui« 
making of goods, has long since 
eeasea to be indivtduaL The laborv 
of scores or even thousands, enter into 
almost every article produced. Pro- 
ductifio is now social of collective. 
Practicsily everything is made or done 
by many men—s<iroelimcs separated 
by seas and continentB—working to¬ 
gether for same cntL^ But this co- 
operutiuo in production is not for the 
direct use of the tlitngs made by the 
worker/ who make them, but for the 
profit of the owners of tbe tools and 
means of production; and to this -is 
due tbe present divi.sion of society 
into two distinct classes; and from ft 
has spmng all' the miseries, inhar- 
nionies and contradictions of our 
civilixation. 

Between these two clssses there 
can be no possible compromise oi 
identit) of interest, ^any more than 
there can be peace in the midst ol 
war, or light :*« the midst of dark- 
Beaa. A society based upon this class 
division carries in itself the seeds of 
its own destmetjon. Such s society 
is founded on fundamental injustice 
There caa be no possible basis for 
sori'.l peace, for individual freedom, 
for mental harmony, except in the 
conscious and complete triumph of the 
working class at the only class thst 
hat the right or power to be.

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PRIVATE PROPERTY 
and CORPORATIONS 

Tmuiated froa the Freach of Jtio Jawe* hr mdred lliatBrc Scott 

The irnmefiRe econt>mi<; and social _ inovanent that substitutes 
stock coRipanirs for personal property in industrs' has its lej^I form 
ill the title of the Code that deals with these societies. The distance is 
hmnense from the entirely personal form of property to tlie iin|)er- 
sunal form it.assumes in tlie stock company; wholly new character¬ 
istics a|ipear in the latter. 

When a man owns an estate |>ersonally, or when he owns and 
manages a factory personally, there is a strict relation, a close tie, be¬ 
tween the proprietor and his projierty. If it is a question of a farm 
and if the owner works it himself, one may alnwist sav that the' pro¬ 
prietor U of one bofly physically with his property. Tliere is an ex- 
chaiig:e of matter and of force fietween the |>easant projirietor and 
the land he cultivates. The wheat that fructifies through tlie effort 
of the peasant nourishes the strength of the peasant. Man makes the 
land and the land makes man. Even where tlie proprietor does not 
cultivate tlw laiitl himself, it is unusual to find a case wliere he is not 
atlachetl to it by deep fibres. Tliat farm which (irubably seems to 
tlie outsider to be very like all other farms has a special aspect for 
him: it speaks to him in a secret language! There he played as a 
child, there he grew up, dreamed and loved; and his iitemories liave 
taken the sliaiic of that horizon. 

The relation between’lhe niamifacturer or shopkeeper and bis 
.property seems less close, less material. The machinery and the fac¬ 
tories, always vibrating, always in process of tranformation, do not 
take hold on the Ittart as does the slow and penetrating movement of 
the earth. Keveiiheless, when a manufacturer is really head of his 
factory, and when a shopkeeper is really head of his shop, when they 
oversee themselves the working of the complicated and often terrible 
mechanism in which their lives, their fortunes and even their Iwnor is 
involved, the industrial or commercial capital that they bring into play 
is penetrated with, their thought and their effort; it bears the stamp of 
their personality. So that even in this form, there is a close relation 
between the individual proprietor and the object of his proprietorship. 

It is clear that this relation is lessened in proportion as the property’ 
is extended; and a point in the-growth of industry is reached when it 
, passes beyond the powers Of activity and of control of the owner; he 
' IS obliged to invent a kind of industrial administration through whose 
meditim he can govern his property from above. 

Bnt even so, all contact between the proprietor and his prop¬ 
erty ha.s not been abolished: and in peasant proprietorship, and the 
small and medium factories and shops, there is more tlian contact; 
there is the closest union between the. individual proprietor ami his 
propertv. 

It is often diffiailt to dissolve this union. The indiviiliial pnr- 
prictor can of course sell. 'Hie owner of real estate can sell his land. 
The man engaged in manufacture or commerce on his own account can 
sell his factory or bis bnsincss. But this sale is not always easy, and 
often many years pass liefore it becomes {«ssible. As the fann rep- 
lescnts a unit that cannot always be broken u|), and the commercial or 
industrial organism cannot lie dismembered, someone has'lCbc found 
who will take over the whole: the seller has to find another jierson 
who «y|ll be an exact jtnd complete substitute for himself. And this is 
often extremely difficult This is the reason for the great slowness 
that characterizes real estate transactions. This is the reason why it 
is so hard formantlfactnrers and commercial undertakings - that have 
not yet uken the form of stock companies, to sell out The proprietor 
is bound to his pre^rty, ht is enslaved; he cannot free himself at 
will wbM he wants to, from the mechanism of property that he lias set 
in motion; be cannot call back or withdraw his energy from the service 
into which he first put it. His is, in a certain measure, the creature of 
this or that property; he is tlie property of his property. He sticks to 
the shell of his property. 

But if, in spite of the pqwer of exchange and sale that often re¬ 
mains pure theory fot him, the personal proprietor remains bound to 
Us property, be doe^ as a compensation, have the sole nianagment of 
it 'The; farmer cnlpvilesliis land as it seems beat to him. the small 
idtopkeeper and rtiali manufacturer direct their businesses as they 
themselves see St, influenced only by their desires and the econondc 
jjfccsaities. Tbi^. are not tied down by the vote of aWjority of shar^ 
ladders; their private wills decide; their personal aerifies are' brou;^t 
into play. 

Lastly, aifO this (i the final characteristic of really personal 
property, the owner it wholly and entirely liable for all the debts of 
Mi business. Jha^wiqer of real estate cannot divide his responsi¬ 
bility. He capnot say : "Tliese are expenses that I make for ray 
vineyard. Thn is a debt that I contract in order to draft on a new 
stock. If I do not sucOeed, my vineyard alone b liable for my debt; ' 
my fields, my -meadows' and my woodlands are not involved.’’ No, 
he cannot say that. AH bb- possessions are the guarantee of hjs debt 
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Nor can the manufactnrer and the shopkeeper erect harriers and draw 
dividing lines in their fortunes. 'They can mortgage a certain piece of 
real estate in faTOr of a given creditor; but while there are ilebts, all 
their fortunes must go to pay them. 

In case of failure, the manufacturer ami the ah>Jijkec)>er cannot 
say; "It was for my business that I contracted these ilebts which I 
caimert pay; let the creditors take my business pbut. m> factories, 
machine and raw materials; but I have my farm that was not in¬ 
volved in my commercial aflairs; 1 have shares in the gold mines of 
the ..Transvaal, that have nothing to do with the part of my business 
that has gone bankrupt. 1 will reserve for my own tin -inj farm and 
my South .African securities.” 

No, the manufacturer and tlie sliopkeeper cxme'i say tliat. In 
ca.se of failure, they have to make public not onlvtlic lialanec sheet 
of one special business, hut the balance sheet of tKeir wlmle fortune. 
.Article 43*) of the Commercial Gxlc.says; "The deebi.iiion of baiik- 
niptcy nuLst be accompanied by tlic balance slicct of the bankrupt. This 
stateniciit must enmnerate and give the value of all tlie possessions, 
teal and personal, of the debtor, the amount of Ws a— ts and liabili¬ 
ties, and table of his profits and losses and a table 01 bis c\)>enscs." 
.And article 443 says: "Tlie declaration of liailkruptcs implies tliat 
fiv'm the moment it is is.sucd the bankrupt no longer a lmini-irrs any 
of his posscssfoiM himself, not even ilvise tliat may come to him while 
he is in a state of bankruptcy." 

So all the manufacturer's or shopkeeper's poSK'—ii'ii.s are liable 
for his debts, his real and personal proiierty, his dothe-. h- iuM.ks, and 
his ornaments, as well as his lands or factories or.sln.ps. His for¬ 
tune is not like a steamer with watertight compartmen:-; he caniHit 
surrender one p;Kt of it to save the re.-t. It is liable a-, a unit, and 
as a unit it may go under. Just as long as property ii reallv and 
wholly individual, as long as it is not traiiMonncd by a eonqiany 
contract, so long as it is not imindividiialized by the atoi'k company, so 
long will the individual be wliolly respoiiMhIe. At one time, nsircover, 
before tlie abolition of imprisonment, for <k*bt, tlie owner was liable 
cVen in his physical person, for all his debts. The preipriet-T was so 
Indy of one substance with bis pro|>erty that the failure the proji- 
erty brought with it the failure of liberty, and the indiii.hial was un¬ 
der lock and kev at tlu- same time tliat his fortune wa- under tlic 
sales of the receiver. 

Before the growth of the system of limited liabihti ciiii>|>anies, 
the essential cliaracteristics of private proi>eny were, tlun. as follows; 
1st. Tltorc is a close bond lictween tlie projirietor anil Ins projicrty; 
2nd, This bond is so strong that in spite of the ihcoreiic and legal 
riglit of exchange and sale, the projierty is often tied up: 3d. I’rop- 
eny is absolutely subject to the i.solated jiersonal will of ilic jiro- 
prictor; 4tli. .All the projierty of tlie iiidividiul, all his n i.nomic jicr- 
son, is liable fur his dchls. 

Well, all these characteristics are weakened when .ve come to the 
constitutioiis of stock comjianies; and they arc done aw.o with alto¬ 
gether in the case of limited liability cuinjutnics. 

Stock comjianics may be constituted in several wai-: we pass 
by degrees from privateprojH’rty to sliare projieny. Annie u; of the 
Commercial Code says: 

"Tlie law recognizes three forms of commercial eomiianies; 
‘■Partnership.s: 

“Slctping iiartnershijis (Societies eii conimondite) ; 

"I-iniiterl liability companies." 

This is the definition of jiartnership givea by the C- .h-: 

Article 20: "Partncr.ship is an as.sociatiou of twoj'r more (>crsc«ns 
with the object of engaging in commercial transaetkm- mnlcr a com¬ 
mon name.’’ 

Here, we arc as near as jKissible to jirivate projitnv. Nearly all 
the characteristics that 1 jiointcd out are present heft In the first 
place, there is a close tic between these jiersons and tHeir jiroperty: the 
jiartners are tlieni-selVcs actively engaged in aihninist^ng their capital. 
•And it would be as difficult for lliem to sell out as for's single proprie¬ 
tor. Finally, the individual liability of each jiartnei'Vnuains unlimit¬ 
ed. They are bound by the debts of the coiiijiany, dfir only to the 
amount of the comjiaiiy's assets, but to the w'lK]le'amdm]t of their pri¬ 
vate fortunes. 

Article 22; "The jiartncrs named in the act of as.sixiatioo are 
liable for all the delits of the cotnjviny, even when 4 e ticlrt is due to 
the action only of one of I'lem, provided this action fi-as taken in the 
name of the mm.” ' ‘ 

Here we have only « e new factor, that of partpafS^, wh'ich binds 
the will of each partner to the will of the others atto creates among 
them a common liabilityand jiartnershiji does nut do away with the 
jiersonal character of projierty, it only gives it the fonn of an associa¬ 
tion. 

Wj take anotlier step when we come to the sleeping partncrshiji 
(societies cn commandite). 

Article 23 defines it as follows: “A sleeping panucrsliip is an 
association between one or more jiartners wlw are wholly rcsjionsihle. 
and one or more jiartners who only provide capital ami arc called 
sleeping partners (commandhair^). It does business iiiuler tlie name 
of die firm, which must be the name of one or several of the active 
Jiartners.” 

So, while in real jiartncrhip all tile jiartners are rt|ual, we Iiave 
here two kinds of jurtners. Sofne are active manager- and wliolly 
resjxnisible; they give their name to the business ind they only can 
give it. They are liable to the whole amount of their .private fortunes, 
for the debts of the firm. But, besides them, arc partners of a dif¬ 
ferent sort, sleeping, jiartners. They do not ^rect,''8icv do not man¬ 
age; they are, as the law says, simply proyiders of dipital. Tliey are 
not ^rettolders, since shareholders chcxise the directors of a business, 
while in sleeping partnerships the original contract -tjircilirs tlie re- 
sjxmsible bods of the comjiany. Bnt the sleejiing jiartners jireparc the 
way for the shareholder and announces his coming two cliaracter- 
istics; the absence of jiersonal management and dvafimitation of jicr- 
sonal liability. 

Obviously, since the sleeping partners are protMers of cajiiul. 
they have, or may have, an important role to play.in the business; 
they follow its affairs closely, more closely thM Mniliolders. But 
the law defines strictly their legal role and their-j^l resjionsibility. 

Article 25: “The name of the sleeping partner'gknnot apjicar in 
the name of the firm.’,’ 1 

Article 26; “The sleeping jiartner is only IkUe-for losses of the 
firm to the amount of the capital he has invested dberrin.” 

Article 27: “The sletping partner cannot perform •any act of 
management whatever.” 

Article a8: “If the sleeping partner infrin^ die preceding pro¬ 
hibition he is liable together with the responsible i|prtners for the 
debts of the firm tliat may resnlt from his own acts,iand he may, ac¬ 
cording to the number and tmjxirtancc of those acts, be held liable 
for all tlK oUigatiofu of the firm, or for some only.—.Ailvice and 
eounsd, checking and overseeing do not involve Bdiffitv for the sleep¬ 
ing paiiner.” 

How the characteristics of jiersonal jiroperty air weakened here I 
How feeble is the bond between the projirietor and bb property I llie 
tieejiin^ partner cannot interfere in any way in die management of 
die harness in whidi-he has invested a part of hb fottiinr. If he goes 
beyond investintion or simple advice, te is held wholly liable: 
he has lost Bislnsnninity. But if be remains in dib .discreet, self-ef¬ 
facing and rather'distant positioa of a simjile adviaer! 4 iis pecuniary re¬ 
sponsibility b limited to the amount he has invesM in the partner¬ 
ship. If be has only pot in %aofKX>, even if the Kalflihie!- of the firm 
amoont to more than ^jxofioo, he is only' bound to give $20,oaD to the 
creditors: the rest of his fortune is not invotred: it ikies not, so to 
nieak, come into pby. That part of hb fortune tet he invested in 
^ partaership b m a -w^ detached from the maso, and.even detached 
from his own personality. Hir-wbole individnality jis 'no longeF in¬ 
volved. The individual is no longer as it were tlrd op in his property. 

• ■ • s » 

Mr. Leon Bourgeois often says that private pco^rtv is a kind of 
extension of human personality. But the human .pcfw.ii.’ility is an or¬ 
ganic hxfivisibie whole. It a impossible to wound i fcfa nove one or¬ 
gan widioot involving and wounding the whole "df^nism. ’ And 
every act of the individti^ reacts cn hb indivisible' personality. 

the. owners arc trying more and more lb ialroduce divuions 
and oorapartments into their fortunes, which are the ivery negation of 
the individoal oiganbm, where every jiart b bound Id every other and 
an are Inte rpenetrated. When the bankrupt loamiBieturer b obliged 
to give tgi aO hb fortune, and in the put, his vet¥'j>erson, when all 
1^ persooaHty b involved in each of hb 1 iawiii’i~nE 1111. one b in a 
lenoe justified in saying ^although with 'tte hberve that capir 
tM does violoxe to the pFahsanans) that thaMHMty of that manu- 
fo^rer b -die expreosion of his personality andjpKlKension of it. 

But what caa -he die meaning that Mr. T«G||^burgitob attaches

Tlie raiisc which he advocated 
while jci .so young in life is a 
'cause of which all .America is 
Ijiroud. the alvdition of negro slav¬ 
ery. This lartaroiis institiilion had 
rajiidly develojied into one of the 
imist laiwerfid forces in the world. 
I’cople seemed hlind to its crimi¬ 
nality. Even i‘i 'jiiiscrvalivc Boston 
an abolitiiuiist was hated as were 
the Cliristians in the time of N'oro. 
He was ilriven from his jilace of 
iiteiling. dragged through the 
I streets, his life put in jcojiardy. If 
laii aristocrat he was ostracizeil 
I from society, if a minister of the 
jgosjicl. he w.ns sneered at in the piil- 
; nit. .'slavery reigneil supreuie. It 
! held editors, ministers, legislators 
.and eoiirts of justice in thraUloin; 
it denounced as treason the vital 
principle of the Declaration of In- 
dcpciKleiice. I'recikim of sjieech 
ami freeiloin of the press had lie- 
come a mockery. IVgradation and 
moral ajialhy jK-rvaded the land. 

It was at such a time and amid 
such scenes as these that Wendell 
Phillips, the college graduate and 
culturcil lawyer, surrendered all' 
worldly amliilion to devote his life 
to the lowly and ojiiiresscd. Had 
he a-piri-fl to joiirnBlisni. he might 
have taken rank with Horace Grce- 
lei ; to pulpit oratory, with I Icnry 
Ward liei-cher: to the senate, with 
riav and CallMiiin; to the liar, with 
Rufus Clioate and IlanicI Webster. 
Imh-ed, juiiriialistic renown, clerical 
eminence, professional distinction 
and jxiiitieal fame, all did sing to 
him their sweetest songs. But to 
the siren voices he listened not. 
With eves fixed on the rock of re¬ 
nunciation he jircs.scd onw'ard to 
the goal of duty. 

So. night is grandeur to our dust, 
5 fo near is God to man. 

When diitv whispers, "Lo! Tlimt 
must," . 

The youth replies, “I can.” 

Soon after this decision occurred 
one of tlie most dramatic scenes of 
hb eventful life. .A great meeting 
was held in Eaiiciiil Hall to de¬ 
nounce the mtirder of the abulitioii- 
ist lairejoy, ivlio, while delending 
hi.s priming press from thp attack 
of a nioh. ti.ad been sliot down in 
cold blood. Every one wa.s sur¬ 
prised to see the attorney general 
of Boston rise and declare that 
r.»vejoy died as the fool dieth, and 
among other things compare his as- 
saibnts to the men who made “a 
teajiol of Boston Harbor.” 

Back in the great crowd, then 
but a young man of 26, sat Wendell 
Phillijis. With cheeks burning with 
imlignalion he whispered to a friend 
beside him "Such a sjiecch made 
in Far.euil Hall must be answered 
in I'aneuil Hall." 

"You arc the man to answer it.” 
said His friend. 

"Help me to the platform i'ml I 
will." said Phillijis. 

Making his way through the vast 
throng, the greater jiart a moti, he 
stood facinj^ them. 

“Sir!" cried he. “when I heard 
the gentleman lay down principles 
which place the rnurderers of Alton 
side by side with Otis and Hancock, 
with ^incy and Adams. 1 ihou^t 
that those pictured lijis'’ (tminimg 
to the pictures on the wall) “would 
have broken into voice to rebuke 
that recreant American, the slan¬ 
derer of the dead! The gentleman 
s;^ that he should sink into insig- 
nifleaner if be dared condescend to 
gainsay the principles of "these 
resolutions. Sir! for the sentiments 
he has uttered on soil consecrated 
hy the prayers of Puritans and by 
the blood of patriots the earth 
should hare yawned and swallowed 
him upl” 

“Take back 'recreant',” shouted 
the mob. 

“Fellow citizens!" replied Phil¬ 
lips, “I can not take my words 
back.” 

He then went on and delivered a 
sjicech the like of which barl never 
bMn heard, in Faneuil Hall since 
Otis’ imm^al defiance to King 
George. He set the cradle of liberty 
again in motion. He proclaimed 
freedom of sjoeech, freedom of tlie 
press and fiwkim for the slave. 

Thb sjicech brought him before 
the eyes of the nation. He and 
Willbm IJoyd Garrison became po¬ 
tent factors in American politics. 
Garrison and Phillips. One. unerlu- 
cated, self-made, fearless, the edi¬ 
tor whose pen was ever ready to 
•lenounee the national wrong; the 
other educateil, fxilUlied. refine*!— 
the orator whose matchless clo- 
inience was the inspiration of t^ 
lattse. Indeed, the oratory of I’hil- 
lijM was destined to pby a stirring 
part in these exciting years of agi¬ 
tation. He was not the ever-pbml- 
*d orator of the senate or the lec- 
tin.-t platform. He did not present 
accet^ views, but appealed to the . 
ttor ia y passions of the jicople. 
lUioe* were mingled -with appbuse. ■ 
Xhi ttettC of In racccM wu hb^ 


courage of conviction. Demos- 
thcnt> himself never jileaded 
against Phillip with greater sin¬ 
cerity than did this great agitator 
plead against sbvery. 

•As the abolitkmi.sts grew strong¬ 
er jiiiblic opjnsitkin began more 
and more to make itself feii. Every¬ 
where they were called Iiot-hea<is. 
fanatics, but like "the snrgc-rcjiel- 
ling rock," these jinritans of the 
iiinetcrntb century dcfie*l tlie storm 
of abuse and criticism. Even the 
I'onstitution of the L’nitcd .States 
iv.is against them, bnt for this they 
dill not sloji. Each obstacle tliey 
used as a stcjiping-stonr to littnrc 
snece.ss. If tlie t(institution fpr 
one iiHimcnt sanctionciLtlie enslav¬ 
ing of human beings created li.i' 
the Supreme Father of ns all. if for 
one moment ft dixlarcd that to lie 
legally right which was morally 
wrong. iHl-n mtist it be amended hy 
tlic trarliiiigs of the living God! 
A’es. the (Vmstitulkin a's it is tmlay 
is one of the grandest works of 
inun, hm the ('onstitnlion of 1R45 
was not the Constitution of toiCiy. 
Tixlay we join with pride to a 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendment. Toilav wc have no 
fugitive slave law. we need no per¬ 
sonal litierty hills, Wendell Phil¬ 
lips liclicvcd that' higher tlian the 
laws of man was the irrevocable 
and nnchaiigcahle law of God. 

The alxilitionists accomjdishcil 
their work. The ptdilie conscience 
was stirred as never before. Slowly 
hut surely the great crisis was ap- 
jiroaching. .Already Texas liad 
iie> It annexed as a slave state and 
the nnmihns hill liad hcaime a i.iw. 
In 1858 .Abraham I .incoln title 'cd 
these words; ".A house diviiu'd 
against itself ran not stand. I lie- 
lievc that this nation ran not rndiire 
tiermaiicntly half slave ami half 
free.’' .A fgjv months later Harper's 
Ferrv resotmded with the rifle shots 
of old John Brown, and the first 
martyr to the cau.se of freedom died 
iijxm a .Southern scaffold. In 1861 
tlic destined emancijialor took the 
ship of stale 'and the “Irrepressible 
Conflict" was at hand. 

The wlxde civilized world knows 
the clviractcr of that .struggle—• 
liow thousands of heroes hle«i and 
! millions of trcasiv-c were sjient. 
How from the tim - that fsouthern 
Imllets first ritklled the Stars and 
SirijH's at Fort Sumter until Grant 
rai.sed Old Glory above Appomat¬ 
tox. the contest was really for the 
destruction of slavery* The 
genius of Napoleon far suipassed 
the genius of Wellington, but the 
hand of Gexl wrecked the fortunes 
of the greatest soldier in the mod¬ 
ern world. The South, like Na- 
jvileon, had been wmmng victory 
after victory, but the Soutli met it* 
Waterloo at Ajipomaltox and 
slavenr ceased to be. 

Such was the final outcome of 
the struggle in which Wendell Phil-’ 
lijis pbyed so prominent a part. Is 
it any wonder that when he (lied tlie 
sorrow was not local, but lutional— 
not national, but imiverMl?

His pber in history is secure, 
liis fame everlasting, his honor iin- 
sullir*!. His whole career from be¬ 
ginning to end is that of a man in 
whom intellectual greatness never 
transcended moral greatness, whose 
conscience ever ruled the workings 
of hb mind, whose wliolc object 
and controlling piiniose through 
life was to uplift stiff^ering and (to- 
pressed humanity. A man who 
stands before an admiring world 
torlay as the noble and illustrious 
example Of true greatness.
